Saint Bhagat Kabir Dass Ji is widely acknowledged as one of the great personalities of the Bhakti. 
Movement in North India. It is believed that he was born in the year 1398 AD. There are many legends about | 
his birth, life and death. His birth, in particular, is shrouded in mystery: Some say he was son of a Brahaman 
Widow; others say he was born of a virgin. Nevertheless, what is fairly known is that he was brought up by a 
Muslim weaver family. He was given а Muslim name, Kabir (which in Arabic means "Great"), by his foster: 
parents to which got appended Dass (which, in Sanskrit lexical means “Servant”). He had no formal 
education and remained practically illiterate. The only word that he had ever learnt to write was “RAAM”. 
Early in his life Kabir, a Muslim, somehow maneouvered, to become а disciple of the Hindu Bhakti Saint 4 
Ramananda, as it was unusual for a Hindu teacher to accept a Muslim student. But little is known about the 
spiritual training he has received from his Guru orearlier. He did notbecome a Sadhu but chose to live life of 
a balanced householder. Kabir was married, had children and lived the simple life of a weaver. He is said to 
have left his mortal coil when he was about 120 years old. There is a famous legend about his death; When 
he died, his Hindu and Muslim followers started fighting about the last rites. When they lifted the cloth 
covering his body, they found flowers instead. The Muslim followers buried their half and the Hindu 
cremated their half. His tomb and samadhi still stand side by side in Magharnear Gorakhpur. 

Kabiris spiritually significant to Hindus, Sikhs and Muslims by whom he is revered alike. He stands 
as a unique bridge between the great traditions of India. Verily, he was “at once the child of Allah and Ram” 
as he has himself put it. His philosophy represented a synthesis of Hindu, and Muslim concepts. It is 
believed that from Hinduism he adopted the concept of reincarnation and the law of Karma and from Islam 
the affirmation of the Single God. Some also hold the view that he also believed in the Vedantic concept of 
Atman (Jivatma) and the Supreme Consciousness (Parmatama) and that salvation is the process of bringing 
into union these two divine principles. That principle does not then conform to the Muslim concept of 
Single God. Nevertheless, as per his view, all human beings are equal. He condemned caste system and 
idolatry. He openly citicized all sects and gave a new direction to the Indian philosophy. “Kabir touches the 
soul, the conscience, the sense of awareness and the vitality of existence in a manner 
both simplicity and style.” 

Kabir has written a lot of poetry all in Hindi vernacular, and unfettered by grammatical bonds. It is 
this quality that has made his verses and his philosophy accessible to generations of Indians. A few of his 
finest and oft-repeated couplets are :

[Explanation : The Yama having felt fairly convinced about the intense desire of Naciketa 
to know the ultimate Truth, as explained in the previous issue of the journal (03,04/08), in 
relation to the Verse 28 of Part I of Chapter I, He prepares his mind for comprehending more 
profound truth about life after death. In the Part II of Chapter I, the Yama explains to him the 
Preyah (Pleasurable) and Sreyah (Preferable): The non discriminating men go for the former 
and fall in the vicious circle of ‘coming’ and ‘going’, the wise men, using their discretion, go 
for the latter to know the Self ; and that he (Naciketa) had chosen the path of Sreya. He further 
explains to him that the knowledge of the Self was difficult to be acquired except under the 
tutelage of a really realized soul. 

In the instant verse, the Yama delves on the attributes of the Inner-Self, which verily is 
the reflection of the Supreme Self or the Pure Consciousness. Describing It as Puranam Devam, 
the most ancient or the Primordial Effulgent One, he goes оп to enumerate J! attributes as: 
The Self is Durdarsam, very difficult to be seen either by body or by senses, because of /5 
subtleness, // is Guudham, most profound as Jt is not easily comprehensible, 7t is Anupravistam 
located in the most inaccessible corner which can be reached only after removing all the sheaths 
of mundane knowledge, It is Guhitam located in the inner most recesses of the heart or the mind 
(intellect) necessitating a vigorously ceaseless meditation as // is realizable only there, that 
realization is also difficult to dawn because 7t is Gahvarestham seated in the midst of misery 
that is, within the most difficult, painful and hard region of the body very difficult to reach. 
Notwithstanding all these practical difficulties, a Dhir (discriminatingly striving wise man) 
сап have a tryst with the self-realization if he undertakes Adhyatmayogadhi Ed a ceaseless 
meditation of Brahmasadhbhavana on the Self. In the event of such а person having succeeded 
in this divine endeavour, he can па himself of Harasasokau worry and happiness both being 
the formidable source of fetters which keep one pegged to the Vicious circle of birth d death

As you receive the current issue of *Kshir Bhavani Times , we cannot 
help giving vent to our anguish on the Government decision to rescind its 
earlier order diverting 800 Kanals of land to SASB for creating necessary 
facilities for the smooth conduct of the Holy Pilgrimage to Baba Amarnathji. 1 
This Holy Pilgrimage is an age-old annual feature of the Hindus and is regarded as the most 
auspicious religious observance. Hundreds of thousands of the devout Hindus, from all over 
India and abroad, undertake the pilgrimage to the Holy Cave during the months of July/August 
every year. Unfortunately, this year a land row has been created as a result of the administrative 
inefficiency and political indifference toward the sentiments of the civil society in general and 
the Hindus, in particular. This has triggered, spontaneously, an unprecedented resentment 
among all sections of the society in Jammu region. 

It is for about a month now that Jammu region is witnessing turbulence with no let- 
up in public wrath. Precious lives have been lost and the economy of the region has been 
incurring loss of thousands of crores of rupees. The education of the children has been suffering 
badly and a lot of avoidable inconveniences are being inflicted upon the common people. Who 
is responsible for all this ?

SEEKING ADMISSION TO GOD’S CLUB ? 





For seeking admission to a club in a civil society, one has to possess all the qualifications 
and fulfil all the conditions prescribed by such a club for admitting members to it. The higher 
the status of a club, the more stringent, obviously, are the conditions for admission to it. God’s 
Club is the Supreme Club; God being its Sole Proprietor as also its Chief Administrator, 
Fundamentally, one has to be as near God as possible for making oneself eligible for admission 
to His Club. 


Who is God or what is God ? This question and the innumerable questions allied to 
it, have baffled man ever since he walked on the surface of this earth. Our inward-looking 
ancient scientists have also felt flabergasted in finding a conclusive answer to this ques- 
tion, Notwithstanding the amazingly long strides taken by the modern science of astro- 
physics, the explored universe recedes further with every new reveleation and the entity 
of God continues to remain shrouded in mystery. Then how can we know Him and how 
can we find His Club which we seek to join? “Even if by any chance you meet Him, you 
cannot recognize Him; you know not His wherabouts; so how can you contrive to find 
Him?” laments Master Zinda Kaul in his Kashmiri poem Helplessness (His own Trin.) 
The Katha Upanishad describes It as Durdarsham—difficult to be seen or known [KU/ 
11/ii]. Difficult, of course, it is to locate God's Club but it is not copmpletely unknown 
and unknowable. It is simply the matter of will to find it out. And, find it we must because 
we have to get there, willy nilly, whether we can do it here, in this life, or in the umpteenth 
life hereafter. Тһе sooner it happens, the better it is because God's Club is the only lasting 
and ultimate shelter for us. And then. He Himself is very eager for us, for all of us, to 


join His Club. In fact, He holds out a promise that He will wait till the last lame lamb 
will enter, as a Biblical saying goes. 


The road-map to participate in an Olympic Game is well defined, that for going up the 
Mount Everest is also defined. These pursuits involve a lot of effort; а lot many sacrifices have 
to be made and one has to subject oneself to a lot of discipline. That is why taking part in the 
Olympic Games or going up the Everest is not a free-for-all affair. Joining God’s Club for 
attaining the Ever-Rest is definitely more difficult, involving more straneous efforts, demanding 
more serious sacrifices and subjecting oneself to more severe discipline. That is why the road 
map to it is likened to the sharp edge of a razor difficult to tread upon or negotiate as a path 
[Kathaup.I/ii/ 14 /] But men of determination have found the way to the Club and have pro- 
claimed so in trumpet voice. "Someone, it is said, sometime in the distant past has seen from 
afar a shadowy silhouette of the Beloved and this has traditionally reached our ears and 
caught our imagination" sings Master Zinda Kaul again in his Kashmiri poem Helplessness 
[His own tm.].. They have left their footprints on the sands of time for anybody to follow them 
to make for the destination. We learn from the scriptures about the limitless attributes and 
glories of God and His infinite manifestations. The Sabad-Sastra—the written/spoken philoso- 
phies of the world religions—are all filled with innumearable accounts of divine manifestations 
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and glories of God. Swami Satcidananda of Yogaville, vi, usa says: "God is Не, God is She 
and God is It and everything else “. Castigating the so called wise men who limit God to the 
Sun, the Moon, the Fire, the Air, the Water,the Space, the Earth, and the Self, Pushpadanta in 
his Siva-Mahimnastotra says “ but we who do not pose to be learned, do not know a thing 
that Thou art not.” However, for the sake of brevity, multitudes of God’s glories have tradi- 
tionally come to be summed up into a few expressions, as for instance: Omniscient, Omnipo- 
tent, Omnipresent, Primordial, Eternal, Beyond Time/ Space/ Person et al. “Innumerable are 
the names of God, but if a choice were to be made of one , it would be Sat or Satya, that is 
Truth “ says Gandhiji. 

The intention here is not to delve into any of these glories of God which one 1s not just 
capable of attemting. The intention, on the other hand, is to look for an accepted basic traits 
in general human behaviour, not incompatible with any of the divine glories of God, which has 
the scope of being developed further through human endeavour, with a view to seeking prox- 
imity to God’s Club. We may need to remind ourselves that it is only a being of the species 
of Homo Sapien that has the potential of creating a niche in God’s Club. To be anywhere near 
God, one has to be godly. If we want to become godly, we have to convert our human pursuits 
into something that is in the likeness of God. This process of convertion must begin with the 
basics. 


One basic attribute of God is Vimala— Pure, Clean, Stainléss—taken in its absolute 
form. A small reflection of this divine attribute is present in man also. He is, therefore, naturally 
driven to keep his places around him generally clean. He, however, takes particular care to keep 
the places of worship—Temples. Mosques. Churches, Synagogues, Gurudwaras etc.— clean. 
Now this basic human nature has to be transformed into divine nature. While extending the area 
of his external cleanliness in the matter of keeping his body, his diet and his environs clean, 
he has to ensure his internal cleanliness too. Internal cleanliness is more important than external 
cleanliness. Internal cleanliness—Antahkaran-Sudi— is by far the most important and most 
extensively dealt with subject of our scriptures. Saucha— Purity—is first of the five Nyamas 
prescribed under Patanjali's Yoga-Sutras. A fair comprehension of the Patanjali's Commandament 
of Saucha can verily help us to divinise our natural trait of cleanliness as a means of seeking 
admission to God's Club. 


God is Param-Anuragi—the Supreme Lover. He loves the entire creation. He loves 
everyone and everything, unconditionally. He loves not only those who love Him but also those 
who hate him. Perhaps He is obliged to do so because the entire creation is His own reflection. 
People love us just for a while, then abondon us, but God never abondons us. God seeks our | 
love constantly. That is the Divine Love. To love is man's true nature and he must move quickly 
to divinise love. We must seek God's love for it leads to eternal freedom and endless joy. We 
have also to love all -humans, animals, birds, insects, reptiles, plants, sand, stones and every- 
thing else. We have to love shade and sunlight, rose and thorn, equally well. *Love knows no 
bargains; it is one way traffic: giving, giving, giving", says Swami Satcidananda of Yogaville, 
Vi. USA . The greater the total number of humans, animals, birds, plants and all other things we 
love, the closer we are to God. Love knows no bounds. Love is bounteous. Love is blind. Love 
is beauty. The way to unlock the secret of God and His Club is the way of love. Love 15, 
therefore, by far the cheapest, the fastest and the most comfortable transport available for 
| transporting ourselves to the God's Club. 
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God is also the Param-Daatta— the Supreme Giver/Benefactor. HE gives every- 
thing to everybody without any consideration. God provides us with all the primary life- 
infusing elements, life sustaing requisites and all other things, without our even asking 
for the same; and, in return, we woefully behave in a very niggardly manner even in 
saying ‘Thank-You’ to Him. Man has to come gradually closer to God in the matter of 
enlarging the scope of Daan—Giving. Man does not bring anything with him when he 
comes here. Whatever little he acquires comes as a gratis from God. He is dispos- 
sessed of everything on leaving this world. We must, therefore, learn to give gener- 
ously as much as we can of whatever we come to possess, temporarily though, in this 
world.

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FOOTPRINTS ОМ THE SANDS OF TIME: 


ARYABHATA! 


It is a small, simple, non-specialist view 
about Aryabhata’s astronomical findings vis- 
a-vis the modem space explorations. Most of 
us as laymen heard the name of Aryabhata, 

‘for the first time, when India’s first Earth 
Satellite was launched by a Russian made 
rocket from a launching site in the erswhile 
Soviet Union, on April 19, 1975. Aryabhata, 
we learned, was a celebrated Indian 
Astronomer-mathematician of the fifth century 
AD. The Hindus, by and large, have not been 
very good chroniclers. Therefore as in the 
case of most of our ancient or even medeavial 
celebreties, very little is known about the 
biographical details of Aryabhata. Some 
believe that he originally hailed from a place 
called Asmak-Janpad on Godvari-bank, and 
went, for studies, to Patliputra where he 
settled for the rest of his life. Others take 
him to be a Keralite. Some others believe 
that Patliputra itself was his original birth- 
place. That appears to be more probable as 


his name suggests. There is, however, a пеаг. 


unanimity in the belief that Aryabhata lived 
from AD 476 to 550. He studied Mathematics 
and Astronomy in the then most prestgious 
Nalanda University which was famous 
.particularly for such studies. After having 
graduated in these two subjects, he found a 
berth in the faculty of the University and 
supposedly rose to the position of the Vice 
Chancellor. 

The greatest work of Aryabhata is 
Aryabhatiya which was, supposedly, written 
by him in AD 499 when he was only 23 
years of age. That bespeaks of his inborn 
genius. Many mathematicians and 
astronomers have preceded Aryabhata and

some of their treatises are even said to be 
available. But it is not known conclusively as 
to who have authored those works and when. 
Aryabhatiya is, however, the first work of its 
kind (covering astro-mathematical problems) 
the author of which as also the period in 
which it was formulated, both, are fairly 
known. It may be relevant to mention here 
that in the field of science the greatest 
contribution of the ancient India to the world 
was representation of numbers by using only 
ten integral numbers from zero to nine. This 
discovery was made about three or four 
centuries before Aryabhata. Aryabhta was 
conversant with this number formula and he 
made use of the same in formulating his own 
mathematical hypotheses. 

Aryabhatiya is a scholarly treatise in 
Sanskrit on mathematics and astronomy. 
Having remained unavaiable for more than a 
thousand years, its palm-leaf manuscript 
copies were retrieved by a Maharashtran 
scholar, Dr. Bhau Daji, in 1984, who 
transliterated and published them. This treatise 
contains of only 121 verses of two lines each. 


It sums up all the salient points relating to | 
the mathematical and astronomical research | 
works up to the date preceding that of the | 


author together with all of his own findings 


on the subjects. The entire work is divided 
into four parts: (a) Dasgiitikapada, (13 | 


verses) giving some fundementals about 
astrological mathematics, (b) Gannitapada, 
(33 verses) giving mathematical hypotheses 


relating to mensuration, algebra, trignometry | 


arithmatic/ geometric progressions, equations, | 


square/cube roots, areas of circles/triangle and | 


sine tables etc. (с) Kalakriyapada (25 verses) | 
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giving simple and scientific method of 
calculating the duration of Yugas on equated 
basis of 432,000 years each, 1008 such Yugas 
making a Kalpa, which works out to 
43,54,56,000 mortal years, regardless of the 
mythological concept of Brahma and his age, 
generally associated with a Kalpa and (d) 
Golapada (50 verses) giving the spherical 
concept of our earth, its rotationary (west to 
east) movement and the east to west 
movement of the Sun causing day/ night and 
lunar/solar eclipses. It is felt that the 
classification of the subjects indicated 
sepearately under the above four parts is not 
sacrosanct. Aryabhata also introduced two 
systems for reckoning time : the Audayika 
system, from sunrise to sun rise and 
Ardharatrika system that is from midnight 
to midnight. He gave the time for one 
sidereal rotation of the earth as 23 h 56 m 
4.1 s. The modern value is 23 h 56 m and 
4.091s. Aryabhata is considered to be the 
earliest known author on Algebra. His works 
were later adopted by the Greeks and then 
by the Arabs. The Arabs, who also were 
considered adept on the subject, would call 
(write) Aryabhata as Arjabahr. Einstein 
says,” We owe a lot to Indians who taught 
us how to count, without which no 
worthwhile scientific discovery could have 
been made”. 

It is interesting to note that Aryabhata 
held that Time is beginningless and endless 
and there is nothing like creation and 
dissolution. He also disregarded Aakash 
(Ether) as one of the rudimentary elements 
and reognized only the rest of the four viz: 
Earth, Water, Fire and Air. Perhaps, it is 
because of this fundamental deviation from 
the Hindu lore that the Hindus deny him the 
honour of a divine inspiration; they say he 
was the earliest uninspired and merely human 
writer on astronomy. That, on the other hand, 
кш proves that he was а real historical 

eing. 


Aryabhata, they say, was the first Indian 
astronomer -to declare that the earth is 
spherical and rotates on its axis. It was 
altogether a new and revolutionary idea. But 
there appears to be no clear indication about 
his being the forerunner of Heliocentric 
planetary theory as well. Nevertheless, one 
feels rather impelled to mention here that 
our theology had alredy taken long strides 
under the over-all purview of our basic 
(Vedic) doctrines. For instance, the Kanaad 
Vaisesika, one of the six systems of the Hindu 
Philosophy, dealing with atomic doctrines and 
cosmology, was already in place around the 
same period (AD 200-450..Henrich Zimmer). 
Inspite of that, that there should not have 
been any clear indication about the correct 
geo-physical character of the. earth, in any 
of our scriptures, is really a matter of great 
surprise. Опе would, therefore, like to get would, therefore, like to get 
enlightened on this point. 

Aryabhata expressed his own views 
independently and fearlessly regardless of the 
old scriptural/ puranic or dogmatic/ traditional 
views on the subject. But nobody was 
prepared to listen to his revolutionary ideas. 
Nevertheless, he would not be deterred. He 
went on his own way and that is the way of 
all outstanding successful people. Though 
some felt like agreeing with his formulations 
but out of fear they would not dare to Oppose 
the dogmatic beliefs. That is precisely the 
reason that the disciples of Aryabhata and 
the disciples of his disciples would not openly 
support the findings of their own teacher. 
Even two of his own near contemporaries, 
the vetern astronomers, Varamihir (AD 506?) 
and Brahama Gupta (AD 598- 2) slighted 
and spurned the idea of the rotational 
movement of the earth. Aryabhata faced wide- 
spread condemnation. But he dauntlessly 
stood to his ground and relentlessly fought 
against ignorance, supersititions and unhealthy 
conventions, armed with his scientific 
knowledge and discretion. р 
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A small incidental flash-back: Awe 
struck by the amazingly dazzling spectrum of 
vastness abounding around him, astronomy 
must have formed one of the earliest pursuits 
of Homo Sapien. The Babylonians and then 
the ancient Greeks introduced cosmological 
ideas including theories about the Earth in 
relation to rest of the Universe. Ptolemy, a 
Greek astronomer and mathematician (AD 
100-170) gave the Earth-centred hypothesis 
which was accepted throughout the influential 
western Christian Church. With that 
backdrop, let us have a quick look at the 
developments that took place in the western 
world in the matter of correcting their 
equally morbid thinking about the actual 
geophysical character of the earth. They 
were nursing the identical misconstrued 
ideas about the make and movements of 
the earth, steeped as they were in the worse 
die-hard dogmatic dicta. And they 
continued to remain in the same stagnating 
position in this matter for more than a millea 
even after the Aryabhata-discovery was 
made in India in the fifth century AD. Then, 
the Polish/German Mathematician- 
Astronomer, Nicolaus Copernicus (AD 
1473-1543) gave his Helio-centric formula 
which had far reaching implications for the 
modern cosmological discoveries. Perhaps 
for fear of the church, his publication could 
not see light of the day until AD1543 when 
he was on his death bed. The thread of the 
Copernican Principle was taken up, and, 
further improved upon, by the Italian 
Philosopher-Astronomer-Mathematician, 
Filipo Bruno (AD 1548-1600). But he was 
excommunicated by the church, then 
arrested, tried for seven years and burned 
at the stake. Next to toe the line of 
Copernican Principle was another Italian 
Mathematician-Astronomer- Physicist, 
Galileo (AD 1564-1642). His persuasive 
utterings and De (Dialogue 
Concerning the Two Chief orld Systems), 


though considered a masterpiece, enraged 
Roman Catholic Church. He was tried, 
found guilty of heresy and forced to recant, 
“he was made to say that he believed all 
that is said, preached and taught by the 
Holy Catholic and Apostolic Church”. He 
spent rest of his life under house arrest, 
becoming blind in 1637. It is interesting to 
note here that 350 years later, in May 1983, 

Pope John Paul (II) conceded that Galelio 
was right. (Self Jottings: Print Media 19851, 

It is a typical case of an authoritative ' 
dogmatic intolerence that causes undue delay 
in translating into practice the usefulness of 
scientific discoveries and also gives rise to 
persecution, destruction and death regardless 
of the race, religion or region involved. It 
happens even now in the leading democratic 
dispensations of the world. 

My doubts are: Was Aryabhata 
forerunner of the Heliocentric Planetary 
Theory as well or was this theory already 
in place before him? Is it possible that the 
western-world never knew that Aryabhta 
had correctly worked out the geo-physical 
position of the earth in the fifth century 
AD, that is, around a thousand years before 
Copernicus had made his reveleation about 
it ? Or, is it probable that under the 
influence of the indomitable Christian 
Church, they did not take cognizance of 
this important oriental scientific discovery? 
Would it not then be fair to believe that 
had the western-world taken due 
cognisance of the Aryabhata's discovery, 
the human society would have been a 
thousand-year ahead in the matter of outer 
space explorations? In that situation the 
present geo-political condition of our planet 
would have definitely been much better — 
म improved— partly because, by 

ais time, a sizeable chunk of our teeming 

dod have been transmigrated to 

other life sustaing planets within or 
outside our Solar System.

This has a reference to the article 
“MONGOLS AND KASHMIR” in your 
esteemed magazine of May June 2007 about 
which I am constrained to point out that the 
learned author has tried to jumble up or if 
I am not wrong confused the issue by stating 
that Kashmiri Pandits are Brahamanised 
Mongolians. Nothing can be farther from 
the truth.

The Naga king Nila has been compared to 
a heap of antimony because of his dark 
complexion. At places Dr. Sharga looks for 
support in the mythology and at places he 
denounces Kalhana’s Rajtarangini. Nilmat 
Purana does not give a historical record but 
legends about origin of Kashmir valley and 
a detailed account of the culture social and 
religious practices observed in ancient times 
.The same legends have been reproduced 
by Muslim as well as European Scholars. 
Nobody disagrees with Sharga that all ethnic 
groups who inhabited the Kashmir valley 
after it was the desiccation of the waters of 
the Pleistocene lake (Satisar) had migrated 
from the surrounding and distant lands. The 
oldest remains of human beings and their 
pit dwellings have been located. at 
Burzahoma Karewa on the northern side

That trade between the Indian 
subcontinent and Central Asia was going on 
since ancient times via Central Asian trade 
and Silk routes passing through the 
Karakorum and Khunjerab Passes 
respectively and besides other evidences is 
also corroborated by the mention of China 
Silk in Nilmath Purana Infact Buddhism 
spread to China, Mongolia Japan and other 
places in Central and East Asia through 
Kashmir .It is also believed by some Scholars 
that Seol capital of South Korea is named 
after a Kashmiri Brahaman.

It was more for the 
pursuit of Jalaluddin son of. Suktan Syed 
Khan of Khwarzim who was defeated by 
Gengis Khan on the west bank of Indus.

Lahore 
fell to them in 1241 and they harried Multan 
and northern Sind. Balban routed and 
punished them. In 1290 Jallaudin Khilji 
repelled their intrusion, then he appeased 
them and made them settle at Mongolpuri 
near Delhi but that did not ensure peace 
and led fresh aggressions in 1297 under their 
leader Qutlugh .They again appeared in 1303 
and devastated Punjab and laid siege to 
Delhi. Then they suddenly withdrew 
presumably they were recalled by Gengis 
khan’s grandsons, who were in Afghanistan- 
Turkemaenstan region. The earliest Mongol 
invasion of Kashmir in known historic 
times took place during the rule of King 
Sahadeva in late summer by Mongol chief 
Dalucha in 1320 AD. via the Baramula 
route who after laying the country waste 
was returning via Bansala(Banihal)perished 
after getting caught in a blizzard with his 
army, slaves and booty. The second Mongol 
Invasion of Kashmir in known historic 
times led by Alacha took place in 1323 
AD during the rule of Udyanadeva who fled 
to Ladakh His queen Kota Rani with the 
help of Kotarajas, and Shahmir a muslim 
refugee of Iranian origin who was living as 
a refugee in Kashmir offered battle to the 
invaders saved their country. Dalucha as well 
as Achala both of whom entered Kashmir 
via Baramula route were part of Mongol 
army devastating Punjab and surrounding 
areas in early 14th century. This also proves 
wrong that Mongols proceeded to Delhi via 
Kashmir as surmised by Dr. Sharga in his 
earlier articles. The last Mongol led Turkish 


invasion of Ladakh and only invasion of 
Kashmir across the Great Himalaya Range 
took place under the Prince Sikandar and 
Mirza Haide Dughlat of Kashgar in 1532

Just as water, earth; etc are reflected in a clear mirror Without intermingling in the same 
way the entire world is reflected in one God, the embodiment of consciousness (Trantraloka). 

The world, which we experience, is a conglomeration of five elements. The human body 
is an epitome of universe composed of these five elements and all the objects of the world have 
spring from them. If we keenly refer to the elements as described in Acharya Khem Raj’s Para 
Pravashka we can see, these five elements viz space, air, fire, water, earth, liquid vertically have 
five qualities -sound, touch form, taste and smell. Every material object has these five qualities. 
A person has five senses to perceive and reflect the corresponding qualities. Sound is reflected | 
in the ears, touch in the skin, form in the eyes, taste in the tongue and smell in the nose. 
However, the senses do not have the power to perceive them independently. For this the senses 
need the help of the four psychic instruments as well as of the Chit Shakti. As the strength 
of the senses are increased, the objects are reflected and perceived more clearly and in liner 
detail Yogis have expanded the depth of their feeling through Sadhana, this has sharper and 
clearer sense perception. 3 

A reflection appears in а mirror ог оп а clear surface. The mirror and object reflected 
in it are different from each other although they do not appear to be so. Whatever the size 
of the mirror it does not undergo any change, its size remains the same. 

Moreover even if more objects are reflected in a mirror, they do not intermingle with 
one another. E.g., fire and cotton may be reflected simultaneously in the same mirror similarly. 
cow and lion are reflected in same mirror, cow is not afraid of lion and latter does not attack 
the former so they do not intermingle with one another. The clearer the mirror or say surface | 
is, the clearer the reflection will be. 

Besides, if something is to be reflected there must be an object, and that object must have a form. 

We see our face in a mirror but we cannot see the mirror in our face. Therefore we can | 
say the face lacks the clarity to reflect. It is the case with the relationship between the external 
world and God. God reveals the world but the world carinot reveal God. 

Therefore we reach to the conclusion that the clearer our heart becomes the brighter | 
will be reflection of Shiva.

. Babri Masjid demolition in 1992 took India by storm. The Masjid had been turned 
into an archaeological relic long past and no prayers were held there. Large section of 
Hints felt offended in Babar selecting Ram Janama Bhumi for constructing a mosque and 
considered such an act as а ‘National Shame’. As such demolition of the vestige was felt

I did not agree with the stand taken by Shri Arjun Singh MP and wrote him a letter 
on 27.2.95 on this subject. A copy of the letter addressed to Shri Singh is appended below. 
I never received any reply to my communication but the contents of letter are still relevant 
and shall be of interest to the readers. Guru Nanak Dev Ji Maharaj was a witness to the 
marauding Mughal forces of Babar who invaded the plains of Panjab and brought large 
scale destruction of the country side, resorting to pillage, rapine and massacre. Guru | 
Nanak has expressed his deep remorse for the inhuman acts of Babar and his forces and | 
prayed that such a tyrant never take birth to cause such a havoc and destruction.

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Copy of Letter to Shri Arjun Singh 
My Dear Shri Arjun Singh Ji, 

I have been closely watching the parting of ways by your faction with the main 
stream Congress headed by Sh. P.V. Narsimha Rao. In a democratic set up dissent is 
inevitable and healthy. The dissent on policy and principle is welcome. However, your 
most vocal assertion that the Prime Minister and the Congress Party must apologize 
on the Babri relic issue is not understandable. Rana Sangram Singh in early part of 
the 16% century made а Himalyan blunder in inviting Babar to invade the country with 
a view to wrest the Delhi throne from Lodi's and share the spoils. Babar was wiser. He 
usurped the Delhi throne. Babar was 8 tyrant and not an Indian. Guru Nanak who was 
а witness to the depredations Babar brought on the Indian people with his marauding 
Mongols. This is well documented in his Gurubani. Babar was not an Indian Muslim 
to derive their sympathy. It is not understood as to why a Babar’s noble should have 
chosen Ayodhya of all the places to plant a relic there in form of Babri monument with 
a sense of creating a hurt and feeling of national shame.

Sir, - 


I had the occasion to go. through the news item, Statement on Ayodhya today, 
Hindustan Times, dated 14.9.94 оп column 5 page 12. This is as a sequel to the 
presidential reference made to the Supreme Court.by the President on January 7, 1993 
about the existence of temple at the site before the construction of Babri Masjid. I do: 
not claim any specialist credential on archeology, History nor do I hold any brief on 
the part of various parties to the dispute. However, I have been going through the 
following books presently and there is an undisputed evidence that the Hindu Temples 
have been vandalized several times in Muslim rule and taxes levied on other communities 
to profess their faith. The books are Kalhans Rajtarangini Vol 11 by M.A. Stein Page 
303 and description of archaelogical remains of host of temples at Parhaspura, Martand, ' 
Vijyeshwari, Chakradara. This is supported by the: Tarikhi Hassan on Kashmir who has 
described at length the methods used by King Sikandar to destroy Hindu temples. The 
structure at Martand has taken 2% years and yet it defied complete destruction, according 
to Hassan. About the destruction of Hindu temples in Northern India, a reference to 
the book, ‘Hinduism, A Religion to Live By, Nirad Chaudhari, B. I. Publications, New’ 
Delhi states at page 125 as under “Over seven centuries from 11" to the end of 17" 

- all the cities of North India were sacked by the Muslim invaders. All the-temples there 
and in all other centres were destroyed. None were left standing at Ujjain, Ajmer, 
Delhi, Mathura, Brindaban, Kanauj, Prayag or Benaras, which were the centers of 
political, cultural and religious life of Hindu's. In most of these places mosques were 
built on the sites of temples with pillars taken from them. During this period there was 
a ban on building new temples. The ban was lifted by Akbar but it was a short respite. 
A plan of iconoclastic fury was witnessed again during the reign of Shah Jahan and 
Aurangzeb when even the rebuilt temples were again razed. A Jesuit priest travelled in | 
Malwa region and observed that some Hindus at great risk dared to lit a flickering 
Diya at the vandalized and ruined temples”. Е ; ' 

` When the issue is studied in historical perspective, the evidence in regard to the 
‘vandalization of ancient temples is overwhelming. It is true that the sense of retribution 
is not a remedy, a sagacious decision has ultimately to be administrative 
witht the sentiments of common people of India. | |

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А HISTORICAL ANECDOTE 


NAGARJUNA, THE GREAT BODHISATTVA

“Among a galaxy of men of remarkable intellect, Nagarjuna stands out as one of the 
greatest minds that India has produced” “Jawahar Lal Nehru, in “Discovery of India.” 


Nagarjuna lived in the first century A.D. during the reign of, Kanishka (78 to 123 
A.D). Kanishka belonged to the Kushan clan of Yue Chih Tribe. His empire extended over 
the whole of North India and a great part of Central Asia with its capital near modern 
Peshawar. Some of the Kushans were converted to the Hindu and Budhist faiths. Kanishaka 
himself adopted the Budhist faith and became one of its important heroes. Kashmir, being 
located near the centre of this vast Kushan Empire, became a hub of religious and cultural 
activities. After Asoka, Kanishika was one of the greatest patrons of Budhism. Ashoka 
spread Budhism to south and Kanishka spread it to north. Kanishika gathered together a 
number of Budhist scholars at his court, the most famous of whom was Nagarjuna. 

Kumarajiva was a prolific Indian writer who went to China іп-401 AD; Fa-hien, the 
famous Chinese Traveller, became his disciple there. Kumarajiva translated the biography of 
Nagarjuna into Chinese. Another biography of the philosopher has been written in Tibetian. 
Kalhana has made a specific mention about Nagarjuna in Rajtarangni thus “And a Bodhisattva 
lived then in this country as the sole Lord of the land namely the Glorious Nagarjuna who 
resided at Sadaehadvana", and, “At that period the Baudhas, whom the wise Bodhistyva 
Nagarjuna protected, obtained preponderence in the land" (Book I, Verses 173,177: Trn: 
M.A.Stein ) Notwithstanding these references, not much is known about the life of Ngarjuna 
on the basis of recorded history. Some believe that he was born in Vidharbha; others mention 
his birth place as Nalgonda district of Andhra Pradesh. There is, however, a general unanimity 
in the belief that he was born into a wealthy Brahmin family. His birth, supposedly, having 
taken place under a tree called Arjuna, he was given the name of Arjuna. His parents had 
remained childless for a long time and astrologers had predicted that the child would live 
only for seven years. In order to spare them the painful sight of their child’s predicted death, 
his parents sent him on journey. Travelling from place to place, he finally arrived at Great 
Nalanda Residential University, near modern Patna, which was a famous centre for multi- 
dimensional learning. It is said that about 10,000 students and monks were in residence 
there. There Nagarjuna became a Budhist Monk, devoted himself to religious studies, 
contradicted the Brahaminical Doctrines and taught the monks. ~ - pue 

There is a legend that Nagas used to attend Nagarjuria's. sermons in the guise of 
young boys. On their invitation, he went to live with them in their kingdom, for sometime 
and returned there-from carrying along 8000 Sutras on ‘Perfection of Wisdom’. Legend 
has it further that Nagarjuna was the person preordained by the Buddha to recover and 
explicate these Perfection of Wisdom Texts. It is also believed that because of his 
connection with the Nagas, the appellation “Naga” got prefixed to his name and he 
came to be known as Nagarjuna. He is often depicted in a composite form comprising 
human and Naga characteristics, the Naga aspect forming a canopy crowning and 
shielding his human head. 
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During (һе Kushan period, Budhism was divided into two factions -the Mahayana (Lit. 
Great Vehicle) and the Hinyana (Lit-Small Vehicle}-and controversy raged between them, 
The issue was debated in great assembalies, to which representatives came from all over the 
country. Kashmir was situated near the centre of the empire and was dorectly involved in 
these debates and cultural activities Under the patronage of Kanishka, the third (?) Budhist 
Council was held at Khandalvan Vihar, near Harwan, in Kashmir, about 100 AC. Nagarjuna, 
who then lived in Harwan, is said to have chaired this council. This is as per G.M.D. Ѕойҳ 
Keshir (P 42): But some believe that this was the fourth Budhist Council (Andrew Skilton’s 
*A Concise History of Buddhism"). However, H.G. Rawlinson writes in his “А Concise 
History of the Indian People" : *Asvaghos and another learned scholar named Vasumitra 
presided at the Great Council which Kanishka called to settle the various disputed points of 
Budhist doctrine. lt met at Kanishkapura in Kashmir, and drew up a number of decrees which 
were engraved on copper plates and buried beneath a Stupa." Kanishakpura is the present 
day Kanispura situated near Baramulla, hence an obvious contradiction in respect of the 
venue of the Council. However, version of Sofi appears to be more authentic as M.A Stein, 
in his introduction to Kalhan's Rajtarangni also says that according to the uniform Budhist 
traditions the third great Council was held in Kashmir when the Budhist teacher Nagarjuna 
was there. The excavations at Harwan have revealed one of the oldest monuments containing 
the only remains of its kind in India. A temple and some tablets have been unearthed, which 
date the monuments as belonging to the Kushan period when Kashmir was closely connected 
with.the Central Asia. The remains are situated only a short distance below the water 
reservoir at Harwan, Srinagar. It was under the personality of Nagarjuna that Mahayana 
triumphed in India and spread to Tibet and China. Hinyana, however, became prevalent in 
the present day Myanmar and Shri Lanka. < 
Nagarjuna became the head of the whole Budhist organized faith. Не was one of the 
most celebrated teachers elevated to the position of Bodhisttavaship. He is considered to be 
the most influential Budhist thinker after Gautam Budha himself. It is believed that he is the 
founder of the Mahayana System of Budhism. He has also founded the Madhyamaka (Middle 
Way), school of Buddhist philosophy, which emphasized the centrality of the doctrine of 
emptiness. Nehru, in his Discovery of India, says that as per this philosophy, “the mind itself 
.is dissolved, in the last stage, into mere idea, leaving us with loose units of ideas and 
perceptions about which we can say nothing definite." Nagarjuna is credited with developing 
. the philosophy of the Prajnaparamitra Sutras: 
A number of important works are attributed to Nagarjuna. But some are said to һауе 
been, written by later authors. The only work that all scholars agree is. Nagarjuna's is the 
Mulamadhyamakakarika (Fundamental Verses on the Middle Way), which contains the essentials 
of his thought in twenty-seven short chapters. “Не was one of the earliest significant Buddhist

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A WORD ОМ HEALTH CARE 
LOW BACK PAIN —Dr J. L. Saraf 


Because humans defy gravity by standing upright, the spine is often under stress. This: 
often leads to back pain. The secret to relief is to strengthen both the vertebrae and the 
surrounding tissues. 

Pain felt in lower back is the result of muscles strain. Poor posture, weakened bones or 
cartilage, a slipped disc, a pinched nerve or stress or emotional upset are other causes of back 
pain. Arthritis or osteoporosis, hernia in the groin or problems in the testicles or ovaries may 
lead to chronic back pain. Doing many things improperly, as for instance, standing or sitting 
or lifting a load for a long time or doing one single movement like reaching for something . 
while bending your waist leads to the feeling of pain, Back pain can be the immediate result 
of an attempt to lift a large object or the cumulative effect of endless hours camped in front 
of a television set. If a person has hurt his/her back, there can be a burning sensation, a sharp 

. pain or a dull aching. A sort of weakness in the legs and/or feet can also be experienced. 

Some of the possible sources of low back pain are : a) Degenerative changes in vertebral 
discs, b) Kidney problems such as infection or stones, c) Muscle spasm (very tense muscles 
that remain contracted), d) Poor alignment of the vertebrae) Ruptured discs, f) Small fractures 
to the spine from osteoporosis, g) Narrowing of the spinal canal h) Spine curvatures like 
sclerosis which may be inherited as seen in the children or teens. and i) Strain or tears to the 
muscles or ligaments supporting back. 

Persons above 30 years of age, pregnant women, mentally depressed, those having a low 
pain threshold, smokers, overweight, construction-company workers etc. or those whose job 
requirement involves a lot of bending and twisting, are more prone to back pains than others. 

Home Care : Except in cases of a serious underlying cause of a back-pain such as loss 
of bowel or bladder control, fever, weight loss, weakness etc, one can feel better within a 
weeks time and have a complete cure within 4-6 weeks. Physical activity has to be reduced 
for the first couple of days and then gradually resumed. Heat or ice may be applied to the area 
of pain. Ice may be applied for the first 48- 72 hours and thereafter heat may be used. Over- 
the counter pain relievers may be used but their side-effects carefully watched. While sleeping 
try to lie in a curled-up fetal position with a pillow between your legs. If you usually sleep on 
your back, place a pillow or rolled towel under your knees to relieve pressure on your back. 
Do not involve your self in heavy lifting or in twisting of your back, for the first six weeks 
of the on-set of pain. After 2-3 weeks, resume exercise gradually. Exercise is important for 
preventing future back pain improving posture and flexibility and strengthening back. To 
improve posture comfortable footwear should be worn. Therapeutic massage or acupuncture 
may also be tried for pain relief. One should sit in a chair with lower-back support; frequent 
breaks should be taken to stretch. Back pain that is unrelenting or accompanied by other 
symptoms such as a, high temperature fainting or abdominal pain may be a sign of a serious 
underlying condition in which case a doctor has to be seen right away. ;

की शिक्षा का उद्देश्य मानव के व्यक्तित्व का उच्चतम विकास करना है । 'सम्यगाराधिता विद्या प्रबोध विनयाविन 
विद्या' के माध्यम से ज्ञान-विज्ञान एवं विनय इत्यादि गुणों का विकास होता है। शिक्षा का अर्थ स्पष्ट करते 
हुए महाकवि कहते हैं कि कोरे पुस्तकीय ज्ञान को प्राप्त कर लेना अपने में कोई अर्थ नहीं रखता। शिक्षा- 
अर्जन के पश्चात सतत अभ्यास की आवश्यकता होती है। हमारे ERI अर्जित शिक्षा की लोक में सार्थकता 
तभी है, जब वह व्यवहार में भी उतनी ही खरी उतरे। कालिदास के अनुसार शिक्षा बेचने की वस्तु नहीं है, 
अपितु दान देने की वस्तु है। इसलिए इसे एक दान कहा गया है। इसी तथ्य को कवि ने मालविकाग्निमित्र 
में गणदास के द्वारा देवी परिव्राजिका को कहलवाया है। 


''लब्धास्पदोऽस्मीति विवादभीरोस्तितिक्षमाणस्य परेण निन्दाम्‌। 
यस्यागमः केवलजीविकायै d ज्ञानपण्यं वणिजं वदन्ति॥'' (ume 1.17) 


अर्थात्‌ “जो अध्यापक का पद प्राप्त कर लेने पर शास्त्रार्थ से डरते हैं, दूसरों द्वारा की गई निन्दा को | 

सहन कर लेते हैं, जो केवल जीविका के लिए अध्यापन करते हैं वे अध्यापक नहीं, वरन्‌ ज्ञान बेचने वाले 

| बनिए हैं।' कालिदास की इस शिक्षा को हमारे भावी शिक्षक हृदयंगम कर लें तो देश से निरक्षरता समाप्त 
कौ जा सकती है; समाज में व्याप्त विषमता कम की जा सकती है। | 


|, मावृशिक्षा : कालिदास के ग्रन्थों का अध्ययन करने से ज्ञात होता है कि कालिदास ने पूर्व प्रारम्भिक 
| शिक्षा से पूर्व की शिक्षा का उल्लेख किया है। यदि माँ गर्भधारण के पूर्व ही संस्कारित शिक्षा की दीक्षा प्राप्त 
Іі तो वह अच्छी तरह से संतान का लालन-पालन कर सकती है। यह बात वाल्मीकि जी सीता से कह 
| रहे हैं- 
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' असंशयं' प्रांक्तनयोपपत्तेः स्तनन्ध्यप्रीतिमवाप्स्यसि त्वम्‌। (To 14.78) 


अर्थात्‌ sed को जन्म देने से पूर्व ही तुम यह सीख जाओगी कि बच्चों से कैसे प्रेम करना चाहिए! 
बाल-शिक्षा व माँ की शिक्षा का यह उत्कृष्ट उदाहरण है। बालक को संस्कारित बनाने से पूर्व गर्भधारण कहे 
चाली माँ को अच्छे संस्कार से युक्त करने की आवश्यकता है, जिससे गर्भ में ही बालक माँ के "Wn 
और क्रियाकलापों से संस्कारित बन सके | 


प्रारम्भिक शिक्षा :- 
. गुरूकुल जाने से पूर्व प्रारम्भिक शिक्षा घर पर ही की जाती थी। 

'त्वचं स मेध्यां परिधाय रौरवीमशिक्षतास्त्रं पितुदेव मन्त्रवत्‌।' (रघु० 3.31) 
- पवित्र मृग का चर्म पहनकर रघु ने मंत्रयुक्त зей की शिक्षा अपने पिता से ही प्राप्त की। 


आश्रम-व्यवस्था व शिक्षा : कालिदास की रचनाओं के अवलोकन से ज्ञात होता है कि तत्कालीन 
समाज में आश्रम-व्यवस्था प्रचलित थीं। शिक्षा आश्रमों में ही दी जाती थी। समाज को शिक्षित करने का alee 
आश्रमों पर था। गुरु वशिष्ठ, विश्वामित्र, कण्व, मरीचि तथा वाल्मीकि के आश्रमों का उल्लेख कालिदास न 
किया है। आश्रम में रहते हुए विद्यार्थी ज्ञानार्जन के साथ यज्ञादि अन्य सभी कार्य भी करते थे। रघुवंश मे 


विद्यार्थियों के तपस्वी जीवन का वर्णन किया गया है। विश्वामित्र के आश्रम में राम, लक्ष्मण, भरत व IW 
ने शिक्षा प्राप्त की। 


'' स्वाभाविकं विनीतत्वं तेषां विनयकर्मणा। 
मुमूर्च्छ सहजं तेजो हविषेव FRU N (रघु० 10.79) 


-जैसे घी आदि की आहुति पड़ने से हवन की अग्नि का तेज बढ़ जाता है वैसे ही शिक्षा पाने से 
उन चारों राजकुमारों की स्वाभाविक विनम्रता और भी अधिक बढ़ गई।' महाकवि कालिदास ने मनुष्य कें 
जीवन को तीन अवस्थाओं में विभक्त किया-बाल्यावस्था, तरुणावस्था तथा वृद्धावस्था | कालिदास के अनुसार 
प्रथम बाल्यावस्था में मनुष्य अपनी रुचि, सामर्थ्य और कुल के अनुरूप शिक्षा प्राप्त करके समाज में अपन 
स्थान सुरक्षित करता था। इसी तथ्य को कवि ने रघुवंश में कहा है- 


' शैशवे ऽभ्यस्तविद्यानां यौवने विषयैषिणाम्‌ 1 
TER मुनिवृत्तीनां योगोनान्ते तनुत्यजाम्‌ ॥'' (o 1.8) 


т राजा बाल्यावस्था में शिक्षा प्राप्त करते थे, तरुणाई में भोगों को भोगते थे, बुढ़ापे में मुनियों के समाव. 
जंगलों में रहकर तपस्या करते और अन्त में योग द्वारा शरीर छोड़ते थे।' कालिदास कालीन समाज में आश्रम 
व्यवस्था थी। आश्रम कुल चार थे। प्रथम आश्रम विद्याध्ययन के लिए निर्धारित था। बालक अपने जीवन 
के प्रथम पच्चीस वर्ष तक विद्याध्ययन करता था। महाकवि कालिदास ने अपनी रचनाओं के माध्यम से आश्रम! 
व्यवस्था में रहने का पाठ सिखाया है। दिनचर्या के माध्यम से सामाजिक प्राणियों को यम-नियम के अनुपालन 
से आधिदैविक, आधिभौतिक और आध्यात्मिक दुःखों की निवृत्ति का मार्ग बताया है। साथ ही महाकवि 9. 


विभिन्न आयामों द्वारा पर्यावरण में संतुलन बनाये रखने का उपदेश भी दिया है। महाकवि ने ऋषि कण्व के. 
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आश्रम के प्रांगण में निहित वृक्षादि के पोषण का दायित्व प्रदान कर मानव जीवन में उनकी उपादेयता की 
शिक्षा दी है, साथ ही यह भी बोध कराया कि प्राकृतिक सम्पदा हमारी भौतिक आवश्यकताओं कौ पूर्ति के 
साथ-साथ जीवन के संरक्षण में भी सहायक सिद्ध होती है- 


““घांतु न प्रथमं व्यवस्यति जलं युष्मास्वपीतेषु या 
नादन्ते प्रियमण्डनापि भवतां स्नेहेनया पल्लबम्‌। 
आद्ये वः कुसुमप्रसूतिसमये यस्या भवत्युत्सवः 
सेयं याति शकुन्तला पतिगृहं सवैरनुञ्ञायताम्‌॥'' (अभि० 4.9) 


अर्थात्‌ 'जो तुम्हें पिलाये बिना स्वयं जल नहीं पीती थी, आभूषण पहनने का प्रेम होने पर भी जो स्नेह 
चश तुम्हारे कोमल पत्तों को नहीं .तोड़ती थी, तुम्हारी नयी कली देखकर जो आनन्द विभोर हो जाती थी, वही 
शकुन्तला आज अपने पति के घर जा रही है। तुम सब से जाने की अनुमति चाहती है, तुम सभी विदा दो।' आज 
के युग में पर्यावरण, प्राकृतिक सम्मदा, सभी जीव-जन्तु प्राणी जगत्‌ के लिए अति आवश्यक है, इसके द्वारा स्वच्छ 
बातावरण व भौतिक संसाधनों की पूर्ति होती है। शान्त मनोहर वातावरण आत्मशान्ति प्रदान करता है। 


लोक व्यवहार की शिक्षा : कालिदास की कृतियों का अध्ययन करने से ज्ञात होता है कि आश्रमों में 
विद्यार्थियों को वेदों, उपनिषदों, स्मृतियों तथा वेदांगों की शिक्षा के साथ व्यवहारिक शिक्षा भी दी जाती थी | लोकव्यवहार 
की शिक्षा भी शिष्यों को दी जाती थी। अभिज्ञानशाकुन्तलम्‌ में कण्व आश्रमवासी शकुन्तला को पति के पास भेजते 
हुए कहते हैं कि पति की सेवा करना, अन्य स्त्री से सखी भाव रखना, क्रोध मत करना, भाग्य की निन्दा मत 
करना, न गर्व करना ऐसा व्यवहार रखने से ही स्त्रियाँ अपने गृहिणी भाव का निर्वाह कर जाती हैं। 


“शुश्रूषस्व गरून्‌ कुरू प्रियसखीवृतिं सपत्नीजने 
पत्युर्विप्रकृताऽपि रोषणतया मा स्व प्रतीपं गमः। 
भूयिष्ठं भव दक्षिणा परिजने भाग्येष्वनुत्सेकिनी 
यान्तयेवं गृहिणीपदं युवतयो वामाः कुलस्याधयः॥'' (अभि० 4.18) 


निष्कर्ष : कालिदास की रचनाओं का अध्ययन करने से ज्ञात होता है कि महाकवि ने अपनी रचनाओं 
के माध्यम से मानव-जाति के कल्याणार्थ आध्यात्मिक, सामाजिक व शैक्षिक वातावरण को समुन्नत करने का 
प्रयास किया है। महाकवि यह शिक्षा देना चाहते हैं कि मानव के नैसर्गिक गुणों के विकास में वंशानुक्रम 
से प्राप्त गुणों की अपेक्षा वातावरण अधिक प्रभावी होता है। इसलिए कवि ने अपनी रचनाओं में प्राकृतिक 
वातावरण कौ मनोहर छटा को अभिव्यक्त करने का प्रयास किया है- 


“वृन्ताच्छलथं हरित पुष्पनोकहानां संसृज्यते सरसिजैररुणांशुभिन्नैः।'' 
स्वाभाविकं परगुणेन विभातवायुः सौरभ्यमीप्युरिव ते मुखमारुतस्य्‌; ॥'' (रघु० 569) 


इस प्रकार e समाज के सभी वर्गों को अलग-अलग शिक्षा प्रदान की जाती थी। व्यक्ति को शिक्षा का 
उत्तरदायित्व आश्रमों पर ही होता था। ये आश्रम ही शिक्षा संस्थाएँ हैं। आश्रमों में भरण पोषण समाज द्वारा _ 
किया जाता था। महाकवि कालिदास एक महान्‌ queer थे। महाकवि की और उनके विचारों कौ आजःभी 


प्रासंगिकता है। आज के संदर्भ में भी उनकी अवधारणाएँ माननीय एवं विचारणीय ê1 
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आज सारे विश्व में अशान्ति फैली हुई है । चारों 
और हाहाकार मचा हुआ है। लोग एक-दूसरे के खून 
के प्यासे हो गए हैं । इसमें कोई सन्देह नहीं कि विज्ञान 
ने बहुत उन्नति की है मगर कुछ लोगों ने विज्ञान का 
दुरुपयोग करके कुछ ऐसे उपकरण बनाए 6 जिनसे 
विश्व-भर की शान्ति भंग हो रही है। ऐसे समय में 
आध्यात्मिक विचार ही मानव मन में परिवर्तन लाकर 
विश्व में फिर से शान्ति स्थापित कर सकते हैं। 


कलियुग के प्रभाव के कारण लोगों में मानवीयता 
रह ही नहीं गई है। लोगों में ईर्ष्या, क्रोध, अहंकार आदि 
दुर्गुणों की अधिकता के कारण प्रेमभाव का अभाव है। 
हम ऋषि-मुनियों द्वारा रचित वेदों की शिक्षाओं पर 
चलकर विश्व-भर के लोगों के विचारों, वाणी तथा कर्मों 
को परिष्कृत करके उन्हें महान तथा अच्छा बना सकते 
हैं। मगर आज लोगों में पाप की प्रवृति अधिक है तथा, 
श्रद्धा व भक्ति को कम | पाप के फल से भयभीत न होने 
के कारण लोग अनेकों कुकर्म करते हैं। इसलिए सारे 
विश्व में आंतकवाद उग्रवाद, तस्करी आदि जैसे बुरे कार्य 
प्रचुर मात्रा में देखने को मिलते हैं। हमें अपनी शक्ति 
तथा उन्नति को बढ़ाने का प्रयत्न तो अवश्य करना 
चाहिए मगर लोगों में दहशत फैला कर या दूसरों को 
दुःख पहुँचाकर कदापि नहीं। 


मनुष्य को विशिष्ट सामाजिक प्राणी होने के 
कारण सब के साथ घुल-मिलकर रहना चाहिए। दूसरों 
के दुःख से दुःखी तथा सुख से सुखी होने वाले प्राणी 
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विजय as 
का मन सदा शान्त रहता है मगर केवल अपने ही T 


के पीछे भागने वाला व्यक्ति सदा ही तनावग्रस्त रहता 
है। हमें सारे विश्व को एक कुटुम्ब की तरह मानक 
सदैव प्रसन्‍न रहना चाहिए मगर आजकल स्थिति इसके 
विपरीत है | एक ही कुटुम्ब के लोग भी एक दूसरे के 
दुश्मन बने हैं। सभी अपनी-अपनी इच्छानुसार चलता 
चाहते है जिससे वाद-विवाद की स्थिति उत्पन्न हे 
जाती हैं । ऐसे में आध्यात्मिक बातें ही हमारा मार्गदर्शन 
कर सकती हैं। रामायण में वर्णित चारों भाइयों का 
स्नेहिल सम्बन्ध सभी लोगों को एकता, प्रेम व सामंजस्य 
का सन्देश दे रहा है इसके अतिरिक्त उस समय सभी 
लोगों के नेकी की राह पर चलकर जीवन-याप्र 
करके चारों ओर शान्ति बनाए रखने की बातों से भी 
सारे विश्व को बहुत लाभ हो रहा है। 


बड़ों के प्रति आदर भाव के अभाव के कारण भी 
आज हमारे समाज की स्थिति बहुत दयनीय है। उनकी 
कही गई बातों को न मानने के कारण ही हमारा समाज 
दिन-ब दिन गिरता ही जाता है। लोग अधमी बनकर धर्म 
की अवहेलना कर रहे हैं। यह तो लोगों का सौभाग्य 
ही है कि भारत में समय-समय पर अनेकों महानुभवी 
हुए हैं जो लोगों को धर्म पर चलकर विश्व-भर में शाति | 
स्थापित करने का उपदेश देते रहे हैं। धर्म पर चलकर | 
ही उनमें जटिल परिस्थितियों का सामना करने की शक्ति | 
आ सकती है। गांधी जी भारतीय संस्कृति को | 
आध्यात्मिकता पर आधारित होने के कारण बहुत ही.

हमारी आध्यात्मिक विचारधारा ही हमारी मदद कर 
सकती है। निःसन्देह हिन्दू धर्म ही मानव-धर्म होने 
के कारण सारे विश्व को मानवता का सन्देश दे रहा 
है। राष्ट्रपिता महात्मा गाँधी ने भी राम-राज्य जैसे 
आदर्श समाज की ही कल्पना की थी। 


सभी जीवों में केवल मनुष्य को ही बुद्धि रूपी 
विशेष गुण मिला है। इसलिए उसे सदा ही ठीक-ठीक 
संकल्प करके बुद्धि का सदुपयोग करना चाहिए। हमें
